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FBI Reports Crime Statistics for Brownstown, 
Huron, Romulus, Taylor, and Van Buren 


Recently issued reports by the Fed- 
eral Bureau of Investigation show that 
the number of certain violent and prop- 
erty crimes reported in the little papers 
coverage area in 2006 remained fairly 
stable when compared to 2005. 

Populations, too, fluctuated only 
modestly, with Huron Township growing 
by the largest percentage (about5.4%), 
and Taylorshowing the biggest decrease 
(just under 1%). 

In Taylor — which, with over 64,000 
residents, has more than twice the popu- 
lation of the next largest community 


- (Brownstown) —the overall violentcrime 


rate stayed the same. Although murder 
and nonnegligent manslaughter, forcible 
rape, and robbery were on the rise, 
aggravated assaults were down. "Prop- 
erty" crimes like burglary, larceny, and 
motor vehicle theft all decreased signifi- 
cantly. Arsons more than doubled. 
Experiencing the most dramatic 
drop in property crimes was Van Buren 


Township, which plummeted from 512 
in 2005 to 198 in 2006. Murder and rape 
stayed virtually the same, while robber- 
ies decreased and assaults increased. 
The number of arsons did not change. 

Property crimes — especially bur- 
glary — were down across the board in 
Brownstown, but violent crimes (except 
robberies) were on the rise, especially 
rapes, which nearly doubled. The num- 
ber of arsons decreased. 

Huron Township — the second- 
smallest community and the only one 
that did not reporta murder/nonnegligent 
manslaughter or arson in 2006 —had an 


overall drop in its violent crime rate. 


Property crimes were also down over- 
all, although larcenies and car thefts 
were up. 

In Romulus, an increase in violent 


crime was due almost exclusively to a 


rise in the number of aggravated as- 
saults. All property crimes were down — 
some significantly — but arsons had 





Taylor "Dollar Home" Program 
Draws Flood of Inquiries 


The launch of the “Taylor Cares" 
home refurbishment/sale program has 
drawn overwhelming response, accord- 
ing to the City's Public Information direc- 
tor, David Gorgon. 

Under the program, Taylor can pur- 
chase certain FHA-foreclosed homes 
for $1, hire contractors to refurbish them, 
and offer them for sale to low- and 
moderate-income families at market or 
below-market prices. 

Taylor Cares kicked off on Novem- 
ber 28, when the City purchased 11 
homes from the United States Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Develop- 
ment, which oversees the Federal Hous- 


-ing Administration. 


Within a week, the City received so 
many inquiries about the homes that it 
has put a temporary moratorium on fur- 
ther queries. 

"More than 300 people have al- 
ready asked about the homes in the 
Taylor Cares program,” Gorgon stated. 
"The City has also received proposals 
and bids from more than 30 contractors. 

"At this time," he continued, “no 
additional building contractors should 
contact the City of Taylor about working 


inthe program, [and] no further inquiries 
will be accepted about the availability of 
homes.” - 

Gorgon said that people interested 


in obtaining a home in the future should 


"stay tuned" for updates, since the City 
plans to consider other homes when the 
opportunity presents itself. Homes be- 
come available when HUD is unable to 
sell them after a period of six months. 

"We will make announcements 
when additional HUD-foreclosed homes 
are obtained and the inquiry period 
reopens," he stated. 

John Belanger, Taylor's Community 
Housing coordinator, said that applicants 
must meet income guidelines provided 
by HUD as well as other stipulations in 
order to be eligible for a Taylor Cares 
home. He also noted that local financial 
institutions may offer lower mortgage 
rates to participants. 7 

Taylor Mayor Cameron G. Priebe 
and US Representative John D. Dingell, 
among other officials, hope that the pro- 
gram will reduce the number of vacant 
homes in Taylor and additionally pro- 
vide affordable housing to those who 
need it. LI

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No New Cemetery Rules Needed 


To the Editor: 

The City of Romulus recently held 
an open meeting regarding proposed 
new rules and regulations for Romulus 
Memorial Cemetery. ! couldn't attend 
because it conflicted with a meeting of 
the Romulus Community Schools Board 
of Education, of which | am a trustee. 
Since | was unable to express my con- 
cerns in person that evening, | would 
like to do so here, in this letter. 

First of all, | strongly feel that every 
lot owner and/or resident should have 
been notified about the meeting due to 
the drastic changes proposed. These 
changes included: 

° giving the City the right to amend its 
cemetery rules without notice. 


° permitting only permanentvases, as - 


specified. 

e allowing flowers only in prescribed 
vases, with all others thrown away 
weekly when the cemetery is mowed. 

e abanonallstatuary and otherceram- 
ic, terracotta, resin, and otheritems. 

e aban on all plantings except those 
done by cemetery staff (of which! see 
no evidence in the newer sections). 

¢ abanonallcoping, curbing, fencing, 
borders, rocks, bark, or other like 
materials. 

No grandfather clause was included 
for existing decorations or plants — just 
Article Ill, which, translated, would state 
that any plantings or materials not ap- 
proved must be removed or would be 
removed at the lot owner's expense. 

Additionally, the new rules provide 
forthree cleanup dates when all decora- 
tions must be removed, with the second 
of these being just two weeks after 
Memorial Day, when the majority of 
family members decorate. 

| want our hometown cemetery kept 
just that. Don't compare us to a large or 
for-profit cemetery. | am a person who 
feels a peace and serenity when | see 
God's beauty in growing things. If you've 
ever planted annuals at the cemetery, 
you would know that they require regu- 
lar care and watering to survive due to 
the sandy-type soil. That's one reason 
that many working people have begun 
using -artificial flower arrangements. 
Remember: Everyone grieves in their 
own way, and many could not afford ig 
proposed required vases. 

Regarding a related item ... | heard 
it was recommended that Council 
appoint a committee to gather informa- 
tion about the possible need for chang- 
ing our cemetery rules, and report that 
information back to Council. The next 
thing | knew, Item 6A4 ("An Ordinance 
to Amend the Romulus Code of Ordi- 
nances by the Establishment of a Board 





of Cemetery Trustees") was on the 
Council's November 13 Agenda. (That 
item was subsequently removed from 
the Agenda at the start of the meeting.) 

For over 40 years, the management 
of Romulus Memorial Cemetery has 
been handled through the Office of the 
City Clerk, with Department of Public 
Works union employees responsible for 
opening and closing graves plus all main- 
tenance and groundskeeping. 

Now, they want the Mayor, with 
Council's consent, to appoint five peo- 
ple to a "Board of Cemetery Trustees" 
that would have the power and duty to 
control, operate, manage, maintain, and 
preserve Romulus Memorial Cemetery. 

The proposed duties of the Board of 
Cemeteries included a long list that ran 
fromitems (a) through (k). Among these 
duties (letter "g") was making recom- 
mendations for Council's appointment 
of "the necessary superintendents and 
employees" for the cemetery. | wanted 
to scream, ‘What about the City's union 
hourly employees whose current job is 
working at the cemetery?” We need to 
watch which elected officials support 
the union hourly employees, and which 
support only the appointed employees. 

Because | have many loved ones 
buried at Romulus Memorial Cemetery, 
| want the power to remain where it is.

A group of four Romulus High
